a week. The same writer advises 
this clacsef women to go to Southb- 
ern California, where, if they will 
do housework, they will receive 
from twenty to twenty-five dollars 
a month. They need not go as far 
as Southern California. Let some 
of them come over on the Eastern 
slope of the Sierras. Here they ean 
get from twenty to thirty dollarsa 
mouth. But they will be expected 
to do the work of housemaid and 
servants—to cook, clean, make beds 
and, in short, work. They will not 
be expected to lead the same lives 
of indolence as their mistresses. 
They will be expected to be work- 
ing women and girls. Were there 
many of them in the country, will- 
ing to do housework, the hated 
coolie would find his occupation 
gone, 28 a housemaid, cook and 
house servant. This would bea 
condition of affairs devoutly to te 
desired. But it is not and will not 
be. The modern woman who has 
to earn her bread does not wish to 
do it as a housemaid or servant. 
She would rather starve in a garret 
on three dollars and sixty cents a 
week than work in auybody’s 
kitchen at twenty dollars a month. 
Kitchen work and dish-washing 
would lower her in the social scale 
and she would beapprebensive that, 
she might not be callelalaty. Or 
her mistress might not desire that 
she be vonsidered one of ths family 
enough to be permitted to eat at 
the same table, or occupy the par- 
lor, where her friends and acquaint- 
auces called upon her. For these 
reasons she wil: rather live a mis- 
erable, starved life on three dollars 
and sixty centsa week. And the 
sleek ard well-fed Chinaman will 
still remain master of the situation, 
do his work docilely, steal half as 
much again as his wages amount 
to, and send his savings to the 
Fowery Land, from whence they 


will never again mingle with the | 


trade or commerce of the place 
where they were accumulated.

No great reform can ever be 
brought about unless the people are 
educated up tw it by the ever vigi- 
lant press. No free gevernment 
fears a free press, and were the gov- 
ernment of Russia what it should 
be, it would not exercise a tyrannic 
censorship over its press. ‘lhe lib- 
erty of the press may be abused by 
vile, sensational scandal-mongers 
that assume the garb of newspapers, 
but this abuse is as surely to meet 
its deserved punishment as did one 
form of that abuse that started in 
the depraved Anarchist press and 
received its just dues on the scaffold 
in Chicago. 

It is the duty of the press to point 
out all dangers that threaten public 
liberty, and in return for this ser- 
vice it is the duty of the public to 
contribute liberally to its support.

Senator Stewart's Bill Modified 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Senacor 
Stewart yesterday offered an amend. 
men to his bill providing fof the in- 
vesiment of certain funds in the 
Treasury. It provides that any person 
may deposit at any Mint or Assay Of- 
fice gold or silver bullion and receive 
a certificate therefor. The price to be 


paid for gold bullion is fixed at $1 per 
258-10 grain and 9-10 fine, while the 
price for silver is to be fixed by the 
Secretary on the lst and 15th of each 
month at the average price of silver in 
the New York market during the pre- 
ceding tifteen days, provided that the 
price shall not exceed an ounce of gold 
for sixteen ounces of the same fine- 
ness, The certificates are to be in de- 
nominations of not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $2,000, and are to ve legal 
tender, redeemable at any Treasury or 
Sub-Treasury. The bullion received 
is to be melted into bars. No more 
gold or silver certificates are to be is- 
sued, and those coming 'nto the Treas- 
ury are to be canceled. No gold or 
silver isto be coined, except to meet 
the obligations expressly made paya- 
ble in coin and to meet the actual 
wants fersilver currency among the 
people. The Silver Coinage Act is re- 


pealed. 


Whooping it Up. 

Tocson, Jan. 15.—Yesterday J. R. 
Douglas, Indian Agent at the Papago 
Reservation, seven miles south of 
Tucson, was arrested in the Fashion 


saloon, drunk. He has been cele- 
brating by treating Indians to whisky 
until the greater portion of the immale 
populatiou were drunk and ready to 
go on the warpath.

9° ALFALFA. 


Diversity of Opinion of ita Merits 
Among Cattle Raisers. 

A diversity of opinion exists 
among cattle raisers as to the value 
of alfalfa pasturage, that is, where 
the feed consists exclusively of al- 
falfa. It is argued by a number of 
cattle raisers that such feed is the 
cause of disease among stock, that 
it is a butter producing grass, that 
it ruins the breeding qualities of 
cows and heifers, and is only good 
for fattening stock for the beef mar- 
ket. All stock-growers ackoowl- 
edge that a few acres of salt grass 
imelosed in an alfalfa pasture, is of 
oe value to the stock, no matter 

or what purpose they are raised. 
Many farmers now stack their 
wheat and barley straw in their al- 
falfa pastures, aod find it of great 
advantage in fattening their stock, 


increasing the milk and butter pro- } 


duction of their dairy cows, and in 
every way being an advantage to 
their health aud growing qualities. 
It is noticed, too, that both horses 
and cattie will leave alfalfa hay for 
days at a time to feed on straw 
stacks thus placed in the pasture.

The Guernsey cow is a good, 
strong farmer’s 
usually frem 900 to 1,200 pounds. 
[ have one weighing about 1,400 
pounds, They have good bones 
and muscles. Their calves are a 
good size, and make good veal. 
They have goed, hardy constitu- 
tions, are good feeders and will 
bear forci:g when butter brings 
remunerative prices. They havea 
beautiful yellow skin; consequently 
they produce yellow butter, even 
in Winter. Their butter needs no 
artificial coloring at any season of 
the year, relieving one’s conscience 
from the burden of deceit. They 
have a quiet, even disposition. 
Their teats are of good size; they 
have a good flow of milk nearly to 
calving time, and frequently they 
cannot be dried off even for the 
good of the cow, or the calf they 
are carrying. Their butter pro- 
duct is equal to, if not better than 
any cow the writer has had any- 
thing to do with. The bulls are 
tractable; I have never had a cross 
one. Now, if such a cow were 
brought before the farmers of this 
country it would not seem strange 
if she pad her adinirers.

On the whole the 
showing is said to be most favor- 
able, and yet deducting the $35,000,- 
000 which has drifted into the 
pockets of the managers, it has cost 
shareholders exactly $168,403,943 
to produce $126,431,076. It all de-
